Suicide and the media 
Celebrity suicides, such as the April 8 
death of Nirvana guitarist Kurt Cobain, 
not only cause anguish among fans, they 
also tend to trigger self-destructive im- 
pulses among other troubled people. And 
according to Susan Patenaude, direc- 
tor of crisis services at The Support 
Network, extensive media coverage of 
such a tragedy may inadvertently touch 
some sensitive nerves. 

The publicity surrounding the contents 
of Cobain’s suicide note have prompted 
some calls on the organization’s distress 
line, says Patenaude, many of them from 
depressed adolescents. 

“Il would rather address the fact that he 
chose suicide and he felt there was no 
outlet for his desperation,” offers Pat- 
enaude. “His pain was evident and there’s 
No opportunity to work with that pain 
when you're making information like that 
available to the public. 

“People see this painful stuff and it 
brings out their own pain and there’s 
nowhere else to go. The tragedy is that 
when people tell us that they're suicidal, 
we tend to walk away from them.”

Brian Webb marks 15 years of innovation

F ew modern dance companies can lay claim 
to 15 years in the business, which makes 
the Brian Webb Dance Company's anniversary 
year that much sweeter. Provocative, controver- 
sial, but always entertaining, Webb has been a 
trail-blazer for modern dance in Alberta. As a 
performer, creator, teacher and presenter, Webb 
has nurtured dance in this rolling prairie province 
and helped shape the Canadian dance scene. 

“Over the 15 years, the company has evolved 
through different periods,” explains Webb. “At 
first, there was a group of five dancers which grew 
to 11 and I eventually decided that it (group 
work) wasn’t for me. It didn’t happen overnight 
but it evolved over time.” 

He has trained with the giants of modern dance 
and was heavily influenced by the time he spentin 
New York City in the Post-Modern '70s. Webb's 
background reads like an encyclopedia of mod- 
ern dance’s pioneers, including a scholarship 
with the Martha Graham School and performing 
with Eric Hawkins, the man who revolutionized 
male dance. 

“New York City still influences my work now. 
Hawkins always emphasized thatnew dance needs 
new music. Virgil Thompson (composer for 
Hawkins) created the music for the new dances 
and was at rehearsals as well. That had a major 
impact on my work. So far, the Brian Webb Dance 


Company has commissioned 15 scores of music.” 


Along with his collaboration with composers, 
Webb has created many installation pieces with 
artist Blair Brennan. The importance of collabora- 
tion he attributes again to his NYC experience. 

“Blair and | are from such totally different lives 
and media, yet we can work together for the same 
reasons, to accomplish the same goals; it's very 
interesting. Working with Blair has been a huge 
growing experience affecting how I work with 
people. I’ve realized that you don’t have to be a 
dictator and that the less ofa dictator you are, the 
more people will produce.” 

After attaining a BFA in Theatre from the 
University of Alberta and then studying in New 
York, Webb went on to a master’s degree at the 
California Institute of the Arts (CIA). “I was 
attending a Marxist school on a Republican 
scholarship at the height of the Reagan era. I 
couldn't get any Canadian money to attend the 
school, so I applied for this scholarship from a 
major Reagan backer and got it. 

“I learned contemporary art-making while at 
CIA and it was a very enlightening experience. I 
was from the studio system and had never gone 
through an academic education in dance. I truly 
believe post-secondary education in dance is very 
important, as by learning the academics behind 
dance, you have more knowledge and a stronger 
foundation which enable you to be brave enough 
to experimentand push the boundaries ofdance.” 

This commitment to dance in post-secondary 
education has lead Webb to become the current 
chair for Grant MacEwan Communi- 
ty College's Dance program. His involvement dates 


back to See pce ar eer res reschiogatibe " 
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attributes his success to the unwavering 
support Alberta and Edmonton have given 
him over the years. 

“The Edmonton community has been 
very generous and has given me the op- 
portunity to experiment and grow. The 
Alberta Foundation for the Arts has been 
instrumental in allowing me to grow as 
have the City of Edmonton and the audi- 
ences themselves. Overall, Alberta has been 
very good to me; Dancer's Studio West 
(Calgary) has presented BWDC 12 out of 
our 15 years on an annual basis. I've also 
spent the last three months working with 
dancers from the University of Calgary. 

“The present political climate has galva- 
nized my own thought about what I’m 
feeling, that itis very important that every 
person be given a right to speak. Most 
people who are art makers think they can 
say anything they want. While I really be- 
lieve in freedom of speech I also believe in 
human rights and that no one should use 
that freedom to hurt anyone. Unfortu- 
nately, a lot of art is prejudiced and sexist. 
The way Alberta is has made me believe in 
freedom all the more as the potential to 
lose our freedom in this province is very 
real. You read in the newspapers about ministers 
passing around posters of a show (a showing of 
lesbian photographs) and snickering, deciding if 
it should be funded or not. The combination of 

fear and power is very scary.” 

Many Webb dances deal with sexuality and have 
met with some controversy over the years. The 
backdrop for The Dreams of Odysseus displayed 
huge photos of Webb nude from the waist down. 
He donned a large romantic tutu for Diva and 
there is his signature wardrobe of white Fruit of 
the Looms. 

“I have a right to deal with my sexuality because it 
is dealing with my humanity. I'm not hurting anyone 
and if anyone is offended by it, they don’t have to go 
and see my work. I go out of my way to challenge the 
audience, The old cliché ofyou can’t please all of the 
people all of the time is very true and if you are 
(pleasing everyone), I'm sorry but you're appealing 
to the lowest common denominator and you may as 
well be Michael Jackson.” 

Fo is penchant for gaunch as performance 

attire is often misinterpreted as an expres- 
sion of sexuality, but it is Webb’s desire to be 
open, honest and free of artifice that has him in 
his undies. 

“My first ‘underwear’ piece was Bobater (1987), 
on which I collaborated with George Arasimow- 
icz. I was dealing much more with presenting 
myself as a person who was just dancing, rather 
than creating a character. I was working on danc- 
es that were challenging me, that dealt with things 
that I was afraid of, both physically and emotion- 
ally..By dancing in my underwear, I’m notstripping 
myself but rather, I’m presenting myself without 
artifice or costume. | wear my underwear to make

“Ldon't question why I dance; I just love it. The 

workout is exhilarating and performing is abso- 
lutely fantastic. I can’t imagine doing anything 
else. Now that I’m involved with interdisciplinary 
art, there are many ways to express oneself other 
than high leg lifts, turns and jumps. 

“It's quite obvious that we've left the (Merce) 
Cunningham esthetic behind (Cunningham be- 
lieves in movement for its pure sake and utilizes 
‘chance choreography’) and dance is much less 
formalistic. Dance creators are more individual, 
building on their idiosyncrasies and there’s not so 
much generic technique now. Dance is athletic 
without having a pyrotechnical facade. New tech- 
niques are being developed to push different art 
forms forward.” 

Webb is pushing his art forward by collaborat- 
ing with an eclectic group of artists; visual artist 
Blair Brennan, composers Jamie Philp and Piotr 
Grella-Mozejko, musical group the Hammerhead 
Consort and the Ukrainian Shumka Dancers. 

The anniversary show (May 6 and 7, Haar 
Theatre) continues this quest for unprecedent- 
ed encounters. Rather than recap past success, 
Webb has chosen to highlight new works and 
expose Edmonton audiences to some of the 
hottest choreographers in North America. 
Yvonne Coutts will perform Blue and Ameri- 
can Jeff McMahon will present the ‘Canadian

Air raid sirens are biting the dust

ou can find air raid sirens in 
bbe yards and on top of 
government buildings. Most 
people probably don’t know 
they exist unless one acciden- 
tally goes off. Then it’s almost 
impossible to ignore their omi- 
nous wails. 

For close to 50 years, air raid 
sirens have stood watch over Ed- 
monton and the rest of Canada. 
They are a remnant of the Cold 
War, and like Ottawa's Diefen- 
bunker, they are about to be 
dismantled. 

“They're coming down because 
the air raid siren system was de- 
signed in the early ’60s for defence 
— to warn the public of impend- 
ing or actual nuclear attack,” says 
Cpt. Irvin Hill of CFB Penhold. 
“And now that the Cold War is 
over and there’s no more threats 
ofa nuclear attack on North Amer- 
ica, the system is redundant. And 
as a cost-saving measure for the 
Department of National Defence, 
they’re going to remove them all.” 

Hill doesn’t know how much 
the department will save, but it 
could cost as much as $3,000 each 
to disconnect and take them 
down. There are about 30 in the 
city of Edmonton and 300 all 
across Alberta. 

Air raid sirens were installed in 
the early ‘50s as part of the na- 
tion’s defence plan against 
nuclear attack. Back then, the 
Cold War between the White 
House and the Kremlin was freez- 
ing up, and all of Canada wanted 
to be prepared in case the big one 
hit. Alberta’s provincial govern- 
ment even had an entire 
department devoted to war prep- 
aration — Alberta Civil Defence. 

As part of the defence plan, fall- 
out shelters were built in every 
province, including the “Diefen- 
bunker” in Carp, Ontario. In 
Alberta, provincial politicians had 
their own underground bunker 
at CFB Penhold. Families and 
churches were also encouraged 
to build shelters. People were 
supposed to seek refuge in shel- 
ters, or basements, when they 
heard the sirens. That meant an 
attack was imminent, says Gra- 
ham Blundell of Alberta Public 
Safety Services. 

“There were two sounds,” says 
Blundell. “One was a warbling 
sound which was, ‘beware, they’re 
headed in your direction.’ And 
the other was one continuous 
long tone which was the all-clear.” 












ortunately, Canada was never 
Fos But that didn’t stop 
the sirens from being used. Every 
fall, the Department of National 
Defence in Alberta would test 
them — just in case. And in 1955, 
some sirens were used in a mock 
evacuation of Calgary. 

That was part of an exercise 
called “Operation Lifesaver” or- 
ganized by all three levels of 
government. According to Alber- 
ta Civil Defence documents, the 
exercise was “designed to de- 
termine the problems faced by 
cities such as Calgary when evac- 
uating large groups of people 
from a threatened area.” Resi- 
dents were encouraged to take 
pact by a series of angst-ridden 
newspaper ads. 

“Everyone will be informed as 
to exactly where he or she is to 
go — and arrangements will be 
made at the destinations for eve- 
ryone’s reception. IN SUCH A 
WAY, AND ONLY IN SUCH A WAY, 
EVACUATION OF THE CITY WILL 
GO LIKE CLOCKWORK. 

“In any other way it will be a 
mad stampede in which you and 
your children (and it could eas- 
ily be you and yours as anyone 
else!) might be trampled to 
death in a frenzied mob, or 
killed by the bomb because your 
Progress out of the city was de- 
layed by impassable bottlenecks,” 
one of the ads read. It was signed 
by G.O. Bell, Calgary’s director of 
Civil Defence. 

Despite the pleas of the fren- 
zied director and alarming head 
newspaper headlines (ARMS RACE 
IN MIDDLE EAST FEARED read 
the front page of the Edmonton 
Journal on the day of the exer- 
cise), the evacuation was not as 
successful as planned. On Sep- 
tember 28, 1955, about 5,000 
residents left their homes and 
headed out of Calgary into neigh- 
boring towns. Organizers had 
hoped for 30,000 evacuees. 


t has been two years since the 

last air raid siren was tested in 
Alberta. Graham Blundell says 
tests were stopped because the 
sirens were no longer needed nor 
working properly. Blundell saysa 
few have accidentally “gone off” 
due to faulty wiring or water con- 
densation. That happened in 
Edmonton two months ago. 

One siren went off in the uni- 
versity area, and then another in 
Bonnie Doon a few days later. 
Blundell says those sirens prompt- 
ed a lot of phone calls from 








anxious residents. 

“If you've heard this siren go 
it’s a scary sort of sound. And you 
do wonder — at the very least you 
wonder if there’s a major fire or 
dangerous goods emission of tox- 
ic gases.” 

In both cases, the power sup- 
ply to the sirens was cut off. The 
Department of National Defence 
now plans to cut off the power to 
most of the others in Alberta. It’s 
the first step in dismantling the 
cold war relics. Cpt. Irvin Hill 
says most of the sirens should be 
down by the end of 1996. 

But not all of them are being 
dismantled. Hill says some com- 
munities in Alberta still want to 
use their sirens. “We know that 
one town, Jasper, was using their 
siren for noon-hour siren, to sig- 
nal 12 o’clock,” Hill chuckles. 
Other communities want to use 
the sirens to warn residents about 
a possible fire or toxic spill. 

Hill says the city of Edmonton 
hasn’t expressed an interest in 
keeping its malfunctioning horns. 
So how will residents be warned 
about a toxic spill? Through the 
Emergency Public Warning Sys- 
tem, says Graham Blundell. 

“By the Emergency Public 
Warning System, you can over- 
ride every radio or television 
audio broadcast with an emer- 


gency message. CBC was one of — ‘ 
the stations that agreed willing- 


ly to allow their broadcasts — in 
an emergency — to be overrid- 
den. This means that we can 
almost get a personal warn- 


ing out to people saying, ‘there — 


has been this leak of toxic gas- 
es,’ for instance. And anybody 
in this area of town should take 
these precautions.” 

And what about precautions 
for nuclear war? Blundell says 
this new system will also be able 
to alert us of an attack, if one 
ever comes. Cpt. Hillis optimis- 
tic the big one will never 
happen. “Normally these things 
don’t happen just that quick. 
There’s always tensions that 
build between countries that are 
possibly going to result in war. 
There's always a build-up peri- 
od, so there’s always a warning 
period where you set up your 
defences and you build up a 
readiness period beforehand 
and you get ready for that to 
happen. : faa:

Crusaders say the federal income tax is illegal

s millions of Canadians 

prepare for the May 2 income 
tax deadline, an underground 
movement filters into a camp of 
Alberta tax fighters. 

“Spread the word,” said Murray 
Gavreau during “words of wis- 
dom” at his travelling seminar on 
the 1867 British North America 
Act, of the “illegality” of federal 
income tax and the GST. In Ed- 
monton April 9, he stated that 
“the truth will make you free. If 
not, people perish for lack of 
knowledge.” According to Gavreau, 
there is a federal government con- 
spiracy to “illegally enforce” the 
collection of taxes. 

Gavreau faces two charges for 
failing to file income tax for 1990 
and 1991. He admitted that he hasn't 
paid income tax since 1978, but 
maintains he did file returns dur- 
ing that period, just without any 
financial information in them. Ga- 
yreau contended that “under the 
Tax Act, we are required to give 
information. What type of informa- 
tion, however, is not stipulated.” 
The former businessman further 
confessed to paying his employees 
in cash over the years to avoid a 
paper trail of his transactions. 

According to Gavreau, he and 
his legal counsel placed “a motion 
before the judge to dismiss the case 
onano-evidence motion.” His next 


court appearance takes place May _ 


30. If convicted, he faces up to one 
year in prison and a $25,000 fine 
for each charge. 

His group, organized out of 
Grovedale, Alta., sells transcripts 
of court proceedings of his fight 
with Revenue Canada and literary 
materials on topics ranging from 
Social Credit and taxation to the 
Canadian Constitution. They en- 
courage members to write their 
members of Parliament for support 
against paying federal income tax, 
to withhold payment and to intro- 
duce new members to the cause. 
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Gavreau believes that the federal 
government does not have the au- 
thority to tax Canadians directly 

“The federal government has no 
constitutional right to engage in 
the income tax business, or any 
other type of direct taxation, wheth- 
er on behalf of itself, or on behalf 
of the provinces,” he said during 
an address to the Canadian League 
of Rights in October 1991, “There- 
fore, the Income Tax Act is, in 
itself, unconstitutional and need 
not to be obeyed.” 

According to Gavreau and his 
supporters, they have published 
this speech in various newsletters 
and magazines that have reached 
seven million Canadians. 

G avreau, a father of three, 
contended that when the Do- 
minion of Canada legally 
established itself under the BNA 
Act in 1867, the four original prov- 
inces empowered the federal 
government and not the reverse. He 
suggested that, as in the federal sys- 
tem of government, the provinces 
have exclusive jurisdiction over re- 
sidual powers. He believes that the 
provinces, as they exist today, have 
the right to direct taxation to raise 
revenue for provincial purposes. 

Furthermore, quoting the Su- 

preme Court of Canada, he stated 
that “no level of government is al- 
lowed to transfer its authority to 
another level of government, and if 
the transfer was accepted by one 
level, it could not legally be accept- 
ed by another.” He cited the 
Supreme Court of Canada's deci- 
sion in 1950 to “give the federal 
government until 1962 to remove 
itself from all such power-trans- 
fer agreements, including the 
income tax business and scrap the 
Income Tax Act.” 
Gavreau and his followers also 
believe that the “federal govern- 
ment is guilty of giving banks a 
monopoly on credit, and as a re- 
sult, the national debt, under our 
present currency system of finance, 
will never be repaid.”

Heroic landscapes 


Jim Davies finds grandness in the west

t has been four years since 

Jim Davies last exhibited his paint- 
ings in Edmonton. Considering that 
artists depend on exposure and sales 
to support their art, four years is a 
long time. “People tend to think that 
you're only as good as your last exhi- 
bition,” Davies says, “and they easily 
forget about you if you've been out 
of the picture for a while.” 

He hasn’t been showing in Edmon- 
ton, but he’s been busy nonetheless, 
with commercial gallery exhibitions in 
Toronto and public gallery shows in 
Medicine Hat, Oshawa, and Calgary. 
When Edmonton viewers visit his cur- 
rent exhibition at the Douglas Udell 
Gallery they will notice that his work 
has changed and matured in the past 
four years, with the biggest change 
having to do with his approach to his 
subject matter. 

Jim Davies has been referred to as 
a landscape painter. His paintings, 
though, have little kinship with the 
“straight,” nature-based style that 
dominates Alberta landscape paint- 
ing, or even with the more abstract 
modernist approach that evolved on 
the prairies in the wake of the Sas- 
katchewan Emma Lake Workshops. 

Although his pictures have gener- 
ally been set in the outdoors, until 
recently they have seemed less con- 
nected to landscape as subject-matter 
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than as a dramatic stage on which to 
set his anonymous and ambiguously 
depicted figures — figures that he 
would cast in curious ensembles or 
as solitary participants in mysteri- 
ous, barely hinted narratives. 

In his new paintings currently on 
show at the Udell Gallery, the figures 
have been eliminated, and with them 
much of the oddness and mystery 
that animated the open-ended nar- 
ratives of his previous work. In place 
of this has been substituted a leaner 
conception, something closer to con- 
ventional landscape but with a new 
emphasis on mood and ambience. 

The prairie landscape depicted in 
these paintings is a detached, some- 
what lonely one. Focusing for the 
most part on highways seen through 
the eyes of a long distance commut- 
er, Davies's paintings depict scenes 
selected to evoke emotion: rain- 
Swept asphalt washed in evening 
light and set into rolling, undulating 
hills; roadside service stations shin- 
ing with eery, lonely illumination in 
the pitch black of the prairie night. 

Comparisons to the work of Edwin 
Hopper spring easily to mind, and the 
artisthas no problem owning up to the 
influence, “I like Edwin Hopper’s paint- 
ings a lot,” he says. “There’s always the 
feeling that there’ssomething about to 
happen in his work. It sets you off 
balance, puts you on edge.” 

Regarding his own work, he says, 
“Although I've deleted the figures, 
I’ve kept the human presence. I focus 
on the kind of landscape that has been 
touched by man. } like the feeling that 
man has been there, crossed that path 





or left his mark in some way. The 
landscape provides a point of depar- 
ture, a catalyst to conjure up emotional 
responses from the viewer.” 

Davies soaks up his subject matter 
on long solitary drives across the 
province, stopping to record with 
his camera the small things that catch 
his attention, things he glimpses out 
of the corner of his eye “just driving 
by.” The photographs and the small 
visual incidents they chronicle serve 
as catalysts for larger paintings that 
he works up in the studio. 

Light plays an important role. It 
sets up dramatic effects, establishing 
mood and imparting a unique sil- 
very color that transforms the 
everyday features of the prairie to- 
pography, sometimes imbuing it with 
a grand, almost heroic presence. The 
paintings are best when they have a 
cool, subdued light, when the artist 
resists the temptation to let the blues 
“jump,” for example, to create quick 
jarring effects. To achieve their full 
impact, Davies’ paintings have to as- 
sert themselves slowly. 

Jim Davies was born in Toronto 
34 years ago, and studied at the Uni- 
versity of Guelph before coming to 
do his Masters of Visual Arts at the 
University of Alberta. His interest in 
art came early with encouragement 
from two aunts who provided him 
with artsupplies and took him to see 
exhibitions at public galleries. The 
decision to become a professional 
artist came about because, as he says, 
“Icouldn’tdo math. I naturally head- 
ed to where I was most comfortable, 
which was the visual arts.” Ss

For instance, a drug dealer turns up 
dead in his van.

One of 
Alberg’s officers seems unusually pre- 
occupied. And a local resident from the 
nursing home keeps turning up at the 
police station and demanding rent. 

As Alberg tries to cope with the 
sudden crime wave, his partner, librar- 
ian Cassandra Mitchell, has a problem 
of her own. His name is Gordon Mur- 
phy. Mitchell and Murphy meet at a 
library conference. Murphy is hand- 
some, intelligent and rich. He’s also 
crazy as a loon. 

Murphy has become obsessed with 
the perfect woman. Three times he 
thought he’d met her. He was wrong 
each time. His disappointment became 
more pronounced in each instance. In 
fact, you might say Murphy's disap- 
pointment was a killer. But that doesn’t 
stop Murphy from his quest, and this 
time Mitchell is the focus of Murphy’s 
attentions.

The best thing about A Touch of Panic 
is the way it deals with relations among 
the people of Sechelt. It’s a wonderful 
portrait of a small town filled with an 
entertaining group of eccentrics. 
Wright's people very well might live 
next door. They are utterly believable 
and absolutely engaging. Some of them 
are also pretty scary. 

Because the identity of the killer is 
known from the beginning, the book is 
even more gripping. As Murphy closes 
in on Mitchell, you're guaranteed a late 
night or two of compulsive reading to 
see how it all turns out. A Touch of Panic 
is suspenseful, surprising and a pleas- 
ure to read, 

LR. Wright provides a diplomatical- 
ly neutral blurb for Suzanne North’s 
first mystery. Says Wright of Healthy, 
Wealthy and Dead: “...a likeable and 
intriguing central character.” If only it 
were true. 

Healthy, Wealthy & Dead is Saskatoon 
writer North’s first mystery and also 
marks the first publication of a mystery 
series by Edmonton's NeWest Press. It 
is not an auspicious beginning. 

For one thing, North has saddled 
her character with the unlikely name 
of Phoebe Fairfax. It’s a mildly comic 
name for what is, as it turns out, a 
mildly comic book. Fairfax shoots film 
for a television lifestyle show. She is on 
assignment at a health spa outside of 
Calgary, where months before she 
found a dead body floating in the pool. 

A second body will turn up soon 
enough.

uch! When Edmonton saxo- 
Or. player Paul Lamoureux 
fell offa ladder last year, it couldn't 
have happened at a worse time. 
The accident happened when he 
was finishing the ceiling ofhis new 
recording studio. 

Lamoureux was half-way through 
recording his debut CD and he had 
an immediate commitment to play 
Banff Springs Hotel. He didn’t need 
a broken right wrist. 

But the show goes on. Lamoureux 
performed a night in Banff with a 
cast on one hand. Then the tendon 
to his left thumb was severed. It’s 
kind of tough for a sax-man to make 
a living without his hands. 

Lamoureux met a plastic surgeon 
who specialized in hands. “We’llhave 
to operate,” she said. Lamoureux 
asked when. Two hours later he was 
under the knife. 

Lamoureux’s hands healed and 
he completed his new CD. In the 
liner notes, Lamoureux thanks the 
plastic surgeon. 

Self-titled, the recording is firmly 
rooted in the adult-contemporary 
market. “Jazz is what! call the J-word,” 
Lamoureux says. “It’s a four-letter 
word that means small sales and 
niche market appeal, and the stores 
shy away from it like crazy.” 

Lamoureux, 35, calls his music pop- 
jazz instrumental. Think of Kenny G. 
or the Rippingtons and then add a bit 
of an edge and you get an idea of the 








sound of Lamoureux’s recording. The 
production is sparkling and Lam- 
oureux’s flute and sax work is vibrant. 

A number of talented musicians 
helped him make the CD. Mike Lent, 
bass player for k.d. lang’s band, ap- 
pears on a couple of tracks. And there 
is an impressive list of session players, 
including guitar player Louis Sedmak, 
keyboardist George Blondheim, trum- 
pet player Gary Guthman and 
bandleader Tommy Banks. 

Lamoureux estimates he was the 
eighth graduate of the Grant MacE- 
wan Community College music 
program in 1981. He also holds a 
master’s degree in music from North 
Texas University. 

His professional life includes stints 
with a band called Sons of the Beach 
and a year-and-a-half on the Cayman 
Islands playing in the house band at 
a resort owned by country stars Ran- 
dy Travis and Conway Twitty. 
Lamoureux says he pulled down 
$800 U.S. a week at that gig. 

After a stint with DeGarmo and 
Key, “the Doobie Brothers of Chris- 
tian rock,” Lamoureux returned to 
Edmonton. He played with Grace 
Under Pressure for two years and 
has kept busy doing music direction 
for French CBC. 

Now, Lamoureux says he will con- 
centrate On promoting his new 
recording and trying to find a major 
record label that might distribute his 
CD. So despite his initial tumble 
from the ladder, Lamoureux’s future

A leaner, meaner and probably better festival

n this third edition of the 

Edmonton New Music Festival, 
the motives of the musiciansinvolved 
are as varied as the number of per- 
formances. Forthe percussion/piano 
ensemble, Hammerhead Consort, it’s 
an opportunity to bring their local 
reputation and new music experi- 
ence to bear in a way that good for 
both themselves and the festival's 
Organizers. For Darren Salyn, the 
festival lets him realize a project he 
has long contemplated. 

Salyn, a freelance percussionist 
and dance class accompanist, will 
put together a production of Igor 
Stravinsky's L'Histoire du Soldat (A 
Soldier's Tale), a work requiring 
musicians, actors, and dancers. 

“The initial attraction for me was 
the music itself,” Salyn said. “I first 
heard it in the suite form. So, I'd be 
doing it anyway. The New Music Fes- 
tival was an opportunity to get it off 
the ground. It didn’t really matter to 
me where it was performed, but the 
festival was one of the first places I 
shopped it.” 

Salyn’s dream will be seen (and 
heard) at the festival May 3 at 8 p.m. 
in Convocation Hall. CBC Stereo will 
record this and other performances 
from the Edmonton Composers’ 
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Concert Society's festival for later 
broadcast. This production of 
L'Histoire du Soldat will also be re- 
mounted at city hall in this summer's 
Children’s Festival. 

While Salyn’s production is a 
one-time deal, the Hammerhead 
Consort has been a part of each 
Edmonton New Music Festival and 
looks upon this as a continuing 
opportunity. “Once everyone real- 
ized after the first festival that there 
would be an attempt to make it 
Ongoing, we wanted to stay in- 
volved,” says Corey Hamm, 
Edmonton pianist, and one-fourth 
of the Consort, which performs May 
5. “So, after last year, it was just 
more or less assumed by everybody 
that we'd be in this year. We’re 
happy to be a part of it.” 

Over the years, the consort’s pro- 
file has grown (through competition 
victories, a well-received CD, and 
other performances), and its ongo- 
ing presence in the festival lends 
credibility to the event, which has 
sometimes shown an ambition be- 
yond its means. 

It’s a leaner, meaner, and proba- 
bly a better festival this year, with 
most performances taking place at 
the U of A’s Convocation Hall April 
30-May 8. Its aim is to present music

Crowded House

It took two months isolat- 
ed amid scenic splendor 
to create Together Alone, 
the latest and greatest al- 
bum by New Zealand’s 
Crowded House. Record- 
ed in a beach house 40 
miles west of Auckland, 
New Zealand, the quartet's 
fourth release is both in- 
trospective and exuberant, 
marrying the Crowded 
House sound with a variety of in- 
ventive South Pacific touches. From 
the haunting guitar of the opening 
song, “Kare Kare,” to the Maori 
choir on the closing anthem and 
title track, Together Alone weaves a 
hypnotic spell over the listener, 


“suggestive of white beaches and 


blue water under a hot sun 

Mirk Hart, the American key- 
boardist, guitarist and 
self-described “jaded musician,” re 
members the recording of Together 
Alone fondly. 

“The idea-was to get away from 
everybody, to get away from the 
record company and the phone. 
And although you can’t really es- 
cape the phone, Kare Kare was far 
enough away that people didn’t 
call unless they had something im- 
portant to say. The distractions that 
were there were so unique and 
inspiring, they were scenic distrac- 
tions. We could walk barefoot 
through the bush and not even 
worry about poisonous snakes — 
it’s a beautiful place.” 

The multicultural environment 
of Kare Kare served as a catalyst of 
sorts, encouraging Crowded House 
to experiment with styles and 
sounds. The result is refreshing:

Hart assures me, also appeared on 
1991's Woodface. 

The Los Angeles-based Hart is 
the newest member of the band, 
though he was there for the Temple 
of Low Men tour in 1989, and again 
in 1991 for Woodface. He believes 
Together Alone is the most live- 
sounding album the band has ever 
done. 

“It helped that we had a new 
producer (Youth) and this com- 
pletely weird setting. But it’s also 
more like what we are live, partly 
because they brought me in and 
I've been playing with them for so 
long. It was easy to fall into a natu- 
ral way,of doing things.... After a 
few weeks, we lost track of time. 
There was no time.” 

They're back in the time-pres- 
sured world of touring again. In 
addition to performing at Peter 
Gabriel’s WOMAD Festival late last 
year, the band recently did the req- 
uisite performances on the 
late-night TV circuit, as well as Good 
Morning America (which Hart sums 
up with: “It was early,”). On April 
7, they graced the MuchMusic envi- 
ronment with an “Intimate and 
Interactive” special. They showed 
that not only are they brilliant 
musicians, they're also entertain- 
ing performers, and Hart stands by 
the band’s guarantee that no two 
shows are ever alike. 

“We're always thinking of new 
ways to play the songs. We'll invent 
new ways if we have to, but it’s never

“Well, they’re happy,” Cookie 
laughs.

But her mother, Kaye, is just get- 
ting into the music business.

And 
she was willing to do it,” Cookie 
explains. 

The Rankin Family is now in the 
middle of their post-Juno tour of 
Western Canada, which hit Edmon- 
ton on April 18. Cookie says the 
group plans to work on their fourth 
album in the fall, but they hope to 
take it easy for the summer. 

“Our sister is getting married in 
August so we're all getting ready 
for her wedding,” she says as she 
munches on a box of Bits and Bites.

Gogo and the guitar gods

David Gogo has been called a hard 
rock guitarist who plays the blues, 
a rock’n’roll-playing blues guitar- 
ist, and just about everything in 
between. 

A Wayne Gretzky of the guitar, if 
you will, Gogo started playing — 
or maybe playing with — the in- 
strument at the tender age of four. 
As a child, Elvis was his first real 
influence, then he got into the 
Beatles. We talk about how he got 
into the blues. He mentions Stevie 
Ray Vaughan, then moves on to 
Jimi Hendrix, and some other guitar 
gods. After a pause, he says candidly, 
“They're all dead.” I laugh. He 
doesn’t. Oops. I decide not to ask if 
Nirvana was an influence. 

Gogo and his band have just 
come off the road, opening for 
Colin James, another Canadian 
blues-rock phenom, who, ina way, 
has paved a road for Gogo to fol- 
low. “Oh yeah, definitely, I think 
he has,” he agrees. 

Making a record (his self-titled 
debut) was as fun as it was stress- 
ful, he says, but playing live is still 
the ultimate high. “That's what it’s

Is it important for him to reach 
an audience in the U.S.? “Well, yeah.

I think the important thing to remember 
here is the fact that when a person decides 
to devote their lives-to music, it usually 
signifies a desire to get a message out to a 
lot of people in a symbolic, yet direct way.

Dean Wareham’s musical career — from Galaxie 500 to his solo work to 
Luna — has always seen him compared to the seminal work of the Velvet 
Underground, 

It was really no surprise when the VU hand-picked Luna as the opening act 
on their European reunion tour. The band’s first record, Lunapark, was filled 
with brilliantly breezy guitar simplicity that just breathed New York. 

For their 1994 release, the band has officially added St. Mary's, Ontario 
guitarist Sean Eden into the fold. One would think this would give their new 
release, Bewitched, a more complex quality. 

Just the opposite, Eden’s flexibility has allowed Wareham’s song writing to 
become even more direct and less reliant on any studio tricks. And it’s 
brilliant — even better than Lunapark. 

Featuring guest appearances by the VU’s Sterling Morrison and Mercury 
Rev alumnus Grasshopper (actually, he always manages to get into almost 
everything Wareham has ever done), this album’s sweet guitar interplay and 
Warcham's pointed approach make this record an absolute gem. 

Once again, Wareham pulls no punches in the lyrics — ready to spurn any 
style or emotion that comes his way. (“And now I realize I'm livin’ like a 
trucker does although I haven't cut the valley and although she followed me 
to California, all the way.

I'm no film scholar, but | presume that 
any movie claiming to be a comedy 
would at least get cheap laughs from a 
theatre full of 12-year-olds. Sadly, Clifford, 
Martin Short’s latest comic venture about 
a strange boy in a man’s body, fails to 
excite even a young audience. 

This movie is not funny, but is plenty 
annoying and guaranteed to leave you 
with a headache. Martin Shortisa gifted 
comedian, but he can’t find himself a 
good movie anywhere. 

The idea of a 43-year old man play- 
ing a “special” 10-year-old boy with 
behavioral problems is neither original 
nor immensely amusing. 

Once you get past the absurd ap- 
pearance of young Clifford, with his 
wrinkles and his heavy makeup, there’s 
nothing more to laugh at: the script is 
trite, the gags are stale, and the acting is 
feeble. 

Worst of all, there’s an undercurrent 
of hatred and violence between Clifford 
and his Uncle Martin that is anything but 
funny. 








Charles Grodin as Martin Daniels, 
the uncle who unwittingly allows Clifford 
into his house for a week and ends up 
wanting to kill him, is acting on auto- 
pilot in this film, reprising his role from 
Beethoven. 

His only emotions are anger, hyste- 
ria, and outright lunacy. 

On the opposite end of the scale, 
Mary Steenburgen, as Grodin’s wide- 
eyed girlfriend, opts for the wooden 
approach, her face never registering 
more than a hint of surprise or embar- 
rassment. 

Clifford desperately needs Martin 
Short’s talent to save it from dismal 
failure, but his moments of brilliance, 
like the scene in which he sings a show 
tune in a train station, are few and far 
between. 

Overall, his portrayal of Clifford is 
unsympathetic and unrealistic: Clifford 
is basically Satan in a school uniform, 
and his confrontations with Uncle Mar- 
tin leave a bitter taste.

lam indebted to a friend who recently put into 
words my exact feelings about the ubiquitous 
Neville Marriner. You see, like just about ariy- 
one with a decently-sized collection of dassical 
music, | have quitea lot of Marriner recordings. 
He's simply - everywhere, and has recorded so 
much. So when my friend pointed out that, 
while he’s recorded a lot, but none of itis really 
a first-choice recording, | realized how accurate 
that was. Marriner’s standards are high, and he 
consistently delivers some pretty darn good 
readings, but nothing of illuminating artistry. 

And so it is with this, his first recording for 
EMI. In the music of Manuel de Falla, Spanish 
nationalism had probably its greatest spokes- 
man, and both of the works on this CD are 
heavyweights in Falla’s catalog With Ann Murray 
as the soprano in The Three-Comered Hat, and 
pianist Tzimon Barto as soloist for Nights in the 
Gardens of Spain, Marriner and his Academy 
deliver a deanly-played, well-recorded, and 
rather unexciting performance. 

This is, after all, music of the very essence of 
Spain, and | do not feel | am perpetuating a 
stereotype to say that this music demands a
